A MEETING OF 
DEPUTIES 


Northern Leaders and 
Dr. Brodetsky 


A conference was held at Glasgow last Sunday 
between leaders of the Glasgow Community and 
representatives from centres in the North of 
England. Those who attended iactuded Professor 
S. Brodetsky and Mr. D. I. Sandelson (Leeds), 
Councillor A. Moss and Mr. L. A. Glancy. (Man- 
chester), Mr. P. Goldberg (Preston), Mr. R. Cohen 
(Edinburgh), and Mr. I. W. Goldberg (London). 


Private Meeting 


‘At a private meeting held in the morning, the 
visiting delegates conferred with Messrs. Ellis Isaacs, 
}.P.. J. Sachs, J.P.. B. Strump, J.P., E. Goldberg, 
and the Executive of the local Jewish Representative 
Council. Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., presided. Prot 
Brodetsky made a statement on the work and the 
future of the Board of Deputies.. In the ensuing 
discussion, several suggestions were put forward for 
improving the machinery of the Board, and for 
closer co-operation between the Board and the 
Provinces 

Delegates of the Representative Council and the 
Glasgow United Synagogucs Council attended a 
mecting in the afternoon, when the principal speaker 
was Prof. Brodetsky 

Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P... paid a tribute to the 
achievements. of the Deience Committee In 
Glasgow, he said, they had found that the T.A.C. 
had done valuable work. “ 

Turning to the question of anti-Semitism, Sir 
Maurice said that they had heard a great deal about 
the period after the war, when the men of the Forces 
were demobilised, and when there was bound to be 
an increase in anti-Semitism. But not a word had 
been said about the Jewish Servicemen, who, when 
they: came home, would be faced with the mockery 
of the Fascists. Was it not natural then that these 
men would ask: what about the Atlantic Charter 
and the Four Freedoms? What answer could they 
give them? Unless the Board formulated a positive 

olicy. these men would feel that they had been 

trayed. The Board spoke on'behalf of British 
Jewry, and they should plan a policy which would 
seck to have anti-Semitism and racial hatred banned 
by law 

Declaring the Board needed a strengthening in 
marty respects. Sir Maurice said that if an appea! 
for funds was made they should. support it to the 
utmost of their ability. 


Professor Brodetsky and the W.J.C. 


Prof. Brodcisky, discussing the question of the 
World Jewish Congress, said he thought it important 
that there was such a body, which had grown con- 
siderably, and which. represented Jews in most 
countries of the world. Declaring that littl would 
be gained by world Jewry by altempting to push 
one another out of the field, the speaker said that 
as far as Britain was concerned, they must have the 
greatest measure of co-operation. in order thal they 
could put the yiews of British Jews in a prope: 
manner before the Government. 

Dealing with anti-Semitism, he said that

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BULGARIAN JEW-LAWS 
CHALLENGED 


Big Anti-Government Vote 


The leader of the Democrats in the Bulgarian 
Sobranie (Parliament), Deputy Staniev, has made 
a courageous attack on the Jew-baiting regime in- 
troduced in the country in order to please the Nazi 
masters of Bulgaria. He said that the majority of 
the Bulgarian people were opposed to the Jew laws 
and~ he denounced the deportation of Jews to 
Poland from Bulgarian-occupied - Greek territory, 
the creation of ghettoes, and the confiscation of 
Jewish. property. He accused the Government of 
distributing stolen Jewish property among ambi- 
tious political adventurers. 


Deputy Staniev was supported by a number of 


other members, but the majority of the members 
tried to shout him down, causing an uproar in the 
House. 

Finally, the Vice-President of the House, Deputy 
Petchev, asked the House to divide on the challenge 
made by Deputy Staniev. 123 of the quisling 
members voted in favour of the Government 
policy, 31 voted against, and 26 abstained. The 
result of the vote has created a sensation, as very 
few believed that as many as 57 deputies would 
dare show openly that they are not in agreement 
with the policy imposed by Germany,. )

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FREEING OF TRIPOLI’S JEWS 
Unforgettable Purim Scenes 


HUNDREDS OF JEWISH SOLDIERS 
CELEBRATE 


“ Purim in Tripoli will never, never be forgotien 
by those who were privileged to take part in it in 
this year of deliverance, 1943,” writes Rabbi Dr I 
Rabinowitz, S.C.F.. in a letter. just received from 
Iripolitanian Headquarters, We he 
goes on, “to make it.a reali Purim, and.we did. 
to make the poor oppressed Jews of Tripoli who 
had suffered so much during the last few years 
realise that at last "to the Jews there was light 
and joy and gladness and honour.’ They were free 

* As usual, the Palestinians took the burden on 
themselves... The Maccabi Club had bétn closed 
by the Italians. I recerved permission for it ta be 
reopened, and it reopened with a flourish, Pales- 
tinian soldiers took it upon themselves to rejoice 
the hearts of the Tripoli Jews. They put on a show, 
comributed to-by the various Palestinian units here, 
but the Tripoli Jews did their shate. They also put 
on a show, scenes from the Book of Esther and 
Purim plays by the children in fancy. dress. The 
downfall of Haman, Mordecai riding in regal state 
through the streets, and a wooden horse led by 
Haman, ete. The Jews are of the pure Semitic

“One night in March. 1943, this officer was 
detailed for an attack on Bertin. Following the 
attack and while still over the target area, this air- 
craft was hit by anti-aircraft fire and severely 
damaged. The mid-upper turret frame was twisted, 
the perspex and two engine cowlings blown off, the 


aileron controls damaged. and the aircraft forced’ 


down to 4,000 feet On the return journey the air- 
craft was driven off the route and held in a cone 
of searchlights for 15 minutes; during this time a 
further loss of height down to 900 feet occurred.

REFUGEE FIGURES 
Foreign Office Statement 


Mr. Sorensen asked the Foreign Secretary on 
Wednesday whether he had a reliable estimate 
respectively of the number of Jewish and political 


refugees from Poland and elsewhere who escaped | 


before the war; the number who had escaped since 
then ; the number of Polish Jews who had died since 
the beginning of the war through Nazi treatment; 
and the expenditure to date of H.M. Government in 
respect of assistance to refugees. 

Mr. Richard“Law, Under-Secretary, replied: I 
am not aware of any Polish people having left 


Poland as refugees before the war. After the inva-~ 


sion of that country there was'a very considerable 
movement of refugees in various directions. For 
further details I might refer to pagés 3 to 5 of a 
report issued in 1942 by the League of Nations 
Hich Commissioner for Refugees which is in the 
Library of the House. : 

As regards information in the possession of H.M. 
Government regarding the number who. have 
escaped since the war from Poland, I can only refer 
to the figures of Polish refugees already or in the 
process of being received in the British Empire, 
excepting Palestine: exclusive of all Poles who have 
joined the armed Forces, the number is approyim- 
ately 32,234. differentiation is made Detween 
Jewish and other Polish refugees 

in Palestine the total number of refugees who 
have entered between April 1, 1939, and February 
The number of 
refugees from Germany. Austria, and Czecho- 
slovakia in this country at the outbreak of war was 
approximately 78,000. Since the outbreak of war 
66.000 from enemy and enemy-occupied countries 
have come into the United Kingdom. 

It is obviously impossible to state the number of 
Polish Jews who have been murdered by the Germans 
in Poland since September, 1939, byt the figure has 
been put as above one million 

[he expenditure to date by H.M. Government in 
respect assistance to fglugees from October 1, 
1939, is £1,210,000. This ingjude the

It is only by 
showing through the formation of a special fghting 
unit, in which Jews will fight under their own name, 
or by publicising effectively. as the Soviet Govern- 
ment is domg, the part the Jews are playing in 
the war that we Can expect to convince the 
ordinary mass of the people There were many 
ways io which Jews demonstraicd. their fighting 
ability. in the last. war, but rarely did the credit go 
to Jews. People do not dig out the facts from Tur 
Jewish CHronicie or from the Jewish. Roll. of 
Honour. The only. striking way in which it was 
demonstrated was in the Jewish Battalions which 
were formed largely as a result of the enerey and 
driving force of a great Jew, Jabotinsky 
Jewish Battahons were under the .command ol 
Colonel! Patterson. who is to-day the Honorary 
Chairman of our Jewish Army Committee. * The 
Jewish Battalions, Colone! Patierson has written, 
drilled, marched, fought. and generally played the 
game as well as any battalions in the Army. I can 
vouch for it,’ he declared, ‘that the Jewish Battalions 
were among the most exemplary units that ever took

All United in the Demand 


“. have said that our Jewish Army demand is 
not Zionist, and is not bound to Palestine, but that 
does not mean it has not the support of Zionists. 
In this matter of Jewish identity in the war effort, 
I think every Jew is united. he official Zionist 
Organisation has its recognised status in Palestine 
and is tied to Palestine. But Zionist spokesmen 
like all other Jews know that this war agajnst Hitler 
concerns not only Palestine, but the whole world, 
and the Jews of the whole world. Dr. Weizmann 
has made it clear that “ in addition to the Jews in 
Palestine, tens of thousands of Jews from the United 
States and from other countries, and from Britain. 
would be ready, if they. were allowed, to swell the 
ranks of a Jéwish PightingsForce. 


* Mr. Shertok, a member of the Zionist Executive, - 


recently declared here in London that the Jewish 
— in Palestine is a nucleus of the Jewish 
rmyy. 

* Mr. Ben Gurion has also.in a speech in London 
dealing with the Jews of the so-called * Palestine 
units.’ who have distinguished themselves in North 
Africa, Abyssinia, Greece, and Crete, declared that 
* if they are enabled to fight as Jews in Jewish units. 
the Jews of oher countrics would Come im their 
thousands to fight. in the Middle East and wherever 
else they may be necded.’ 

“ There are to-day here and all over the world 
many Stateless and refugee Jews who would be 
happy to have the chance to fight back at Hitler 
under their own name as Jews, and there are many 
others who are already doing their bit in- the British 
or American or other Allied Forces, who would

Dr. Feldman’s Plain Speaking 


“WHO APPOINTED THE W.J.C.?” 


Dr. I. Feldman, Vice-President of the Board of 
Deputies, spoke at the annual mecting of the 
Maidenhead Congregation last week, which was 
held in the Woodcarvers’ Hall (the new premises of 
the Synagogue), and over which Mr. L. Pgisner 
presided. In the course of his speech Dr. Feidman 
said : 

“I am most deeply concerned by the 
unhealthiness in our communal make-up and a 
that it denotes. The tragedy of & all is that in fact 
there is no major clash of ideologies which is dis- 
sipating the chergies both of leaders and lay. Most 
of the controversies seem to revolve around persons 
or the machines or Organisations both old and new.” 

Dr. Feldman proceeded to quote some examples 
and referred to the relations of the T.A.C. to the 
Deputies, expressing the hope that these would in 
future prove satisfactory. “ Now we have the World 
Jewish Congress,” he continued, “* with a personne! 
strangely reminiscent of those associated with the 
Trades Advisory Council, definitely presenting im 
its own way a further challenge. Let us face facts 


Whatever the history of the inception of the World 


Jewish Congress, however powerful it may tee! 


. itself to be to contribute towards the amelioration 


or even the solution of the Jewish probiem, either on 
a short or a long term Basis, the fact remains that so 
far the representative body of Anglo-Jewry, the 
Jewish Board of Deputies, has not seen fil to become 
a constituent member of that Congress. There has 
been sect up in this country, I presume On the initia- 
tive of the American Head Office, a British section. 
Under this caption we have a long list of well-known 
Jewish personalities as Hon, Officers, Executive 
Officers. a National Council, a London Commitice 
of the Institute of Jewish Affairs, and a European

survive for; and what is it qua Jews we are striving 
to salve from Hitler's death-trap? “ He saw, he 
said, on all sides a definite attempt in Engiand at the 
secularisatior of their Judaism. But the whole basis 
so far of Anglo-Jewish communal Organisation as 
embodied in the history and the constitution of the 
Board of Deputies and the many other central and 
local Jewish organifations was founded upon the 
Synagogue. It would indeed be a sad day in the 
history of Anglo-Jewry if that central factor was 
shifted and. our. community became secularised. 
Should this come about, then he could sce no future 
for the survival cither of Anglo-Jewinh or any 
other Jewish community, indeed he could see no 
justification for such survival 

“Inthe near future Anglo-Jewry will be called 
upon to send representatives for the new séssion of 
the Jewish Board of Deputies. I would appeal to 
my fellow-Jews to take stock of the present. position, 
to take counset together and to make ¢eveTty attempt 
to ensure that the Board not only represents a true 
cross-section of Anglo-Jewry but is in. a position, 
both through its personnel and its consciousness of 
being authoritative, to assert its rieht and us privi- 
lege to present itself On all occasions as the respon- 
sible agent of and spokesman for Anglo-Jewry. 


NO DISCRIMINATION AGAINST 
JEWISH PRISONERS 


As far as can be ascertained Jewish prisoners 
of war are treated in exactly-the same way as other 
Imperial prisoners of war.” This assurance has 
been received by the Agudas Israch Osganisation 
from the British Red Cross Saciety, which adds: 
“ In certain cases, Jewish prisoners, mostly Pales- 
tinians, have been formed into work detachments 
composed entirely of Jews, who are ireated im. ihe

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THE REVIVAL OF > 
TALMUDISM 


Current Crisis and Historical 
Precedents 


By HYMAN KLEIN 
(Principal, Aria College) 


During their four centuries of predominance in 
Jewish learning, the Jewish Communities of Eastern 
Europe, despite conditions the reverse of favourable 
to imiciiectual endeavour, developed scholarly 
academic imetitutions and imbued their rank and 
file with a dearte of passionate devotion to the 
Torah that must everlastingly be held to their credit. 
Both the institutions themscives and the environ- 
ment in which they originaied and flourished have 
now fallen victims to Nazi brutality, and their dis- 
appearance constitutes a grave threat to the spiritual 
survival of the remgining Jewries of the worid 

The problem is not merely one of ensuring 
supply of trained Rabbis and other officials to take 
care of organised communal life and attend to the 
details of ritual observance. There is the even more 
important problem of teaching the Jew in Western 
countries tO tern agam to the Torah for spiritual 
guidance and bis incentive to the right and ethical! 
conduct of bis everyday life. Moreover, growing 
numbers of thinking Jews who have hitherto mnored 
their own heritage are coming to realise that, not- 
withtanding remarkable advances m every branch 
of knowledge, truce spuiiual guidance 
cannot be found in the cultures of their environ- 
ment. And they must be given the opportunity of 


‘werlfyine for themselves that the Talmud is still, io 


the words of one of them. “a source of wisdom, 
righteouspess, life light, guidance, not only, not 
even primarity. for Jews. bur for Western Man.’ 

Rabbink scholers have indeed always insisted 
that for Jewish cultural activity-to be productive, 
its pivot must be the Tatmed. A brief outline of 
its jaception and history may enable this point of 
view to be better understood. 


The Oral Law 
Until after the destruction of the Second Temple 


the bulk of the Oral Law was not only unwritten, 
its verbal form was also unfixed, 60 that different 


teachers taught the same traditions in different 


words. Then the political unheavals consequent 
upon the Destruction so interfered with the work of 
the Schools that tt became esseritial for students to 
be independent of ndividual teachers. The Mishna. 
about 200 cz... provided a uniform text 
of jewish Law for use not only by. advanced 
sudenta in the Academies but éven by young 
schoolchildren One of the many merits of the 
Mishna is that it made no attempl to unpose uni- 
‘formiHy of opinior Diffe erices are indicated 
either by an actua! record of the varios opimions, 
or by confining the Mishna’s statement to an agreed 


ease and leaving the disputed cases for further con- 


sideration by the Academics. 
The Mishna solved for & time the problem of 
‘reserving the legal and ritual content of the Torah, 
had not attempted to geal discursively with 
its ethical content. nor did it estaDiish connections 
between the Oral Law and the Bible -No singic 
work accomplished this synthesis unt three cen- 
turies later, when a new and acute poriod of political 
crisis led to the compoution of the Babylonian 
Tatmud 7 
Lising .the Mishna as the text round which to

And there is a consider- 
able quantity of Sebara, or reasoned wi ion, 2 
development of major importance in the story of 
the Oral Law. For by applying to Mishna and 
Gemara the methods of careful textual inference 
previously used only for Biblical fexts, Sebara 
showed the way in which the Torah could. grow 
organically and consistently to satisfy every practical! 
and spiritual need of the Jewish people. It may be 
noted in passing that, whereas Mishna and Gemara 
are usually in Hebrew, Sebara is almost always in 
vernacular of the Babylonian mother- 


A Place Beside the Bible 


The Talmud was thus a repository of every branch 
of the Oral Law as this existed at the time of its 
compilation, and it took its place beside the Bible 
as the unfailing source of Jewish inspiration, Many 
other studies can supplement it with advantage, but 
none can supplant if as the true representative of 
historic Judaism 

A new and important chapter in the story of the 
Talmud opened with the decline of the inflpence 
of the Babylonian Academies, alter the death of R- 
Hai Gaon in. 1038 ce. . Two problems had. to be 
faced then. A legislative instrument had to be 
created to administer and simplify Jewish Law, 
whilst it now became necessary to teach the Talmud 
to communities whose vernacular was no longer 
Aramaic. To the scholars of the Arabic-speaking 
countries of Spain and North Africa belongs the 
credit of initiating a solution of the first of these 
probiems. Bul space does not pe. mit an account 
to be given here of the many experiments in codifi- 
cation that finally culminated in the sixteenth-cen- 
tury Shulchan Aruch of R. Joseph Karo of Safed 
in Palestine with addenda by R_ Moses Isserlis of 
Cracow in Poland. Commentary and accretion 
have now made this code unwieldy, but the way to 
simpiiication has been pointed bY the Mishna 
Berurah, 4 commentary published only a generation 
ago by the Hafetz Hayyim,. which summarises for 
one section of the Code, the Orah Havyim, all the 
additional materia! relevant to it 

The educational problem of the eleventh century 
was solved in the Rhineland and Rode By means 
gf clear aad concise notes in Aebrew or simpic 
Aramaic, Rashi made it possible to follow the 
thread of argument in almost all passages of the 
Talmud. Difficult Aramaic words ‘he translated 
into Hebrew or French, and so the Talmud now 
became the text-book of the junior schools of 
Europe. Since Rashi’s day, Talmud scholars have 
been applying to the Talmud text the methods of 


" Sebara used by the Talmud itself on the Mishna 


text, and a great iInerature of Tosafoth and Hiddu- 
shim (Novellac) has arisen. The earlier novellac 
have in due course become themselves a basis for 
iresh development, But most of this material is 
relatively inaccessible to all except experienced 
Taknudirsts 

Two facts emerge from this necessarily incom- 
piete survey of Talmudic literature. First when- 
ever a fresh political crisis stemed about to engulf 
ihe Jewish people and its Torah, new methods were 
developed for presenting the -whole content of 
Jewish tradition. Secondly, these new . methods 
made the of previous academic study avatl- 
able for elementary Jewish teaching Here then is 
the way in which an efflorescence of Jewish learning 
can be achieved in Angilo-Jewry. The task of con- 
densing and simplifying the results of the past seven 
centuries’ advanced study of the Talmud is onc that 
should be undertaken without delay. by those 
eminent Talmudists who are happily still in our 
midst. Meanwhile. accepting the conditions pre- 
vailing in our Western environment, the problem 
of the clementary teaching of the Talmud itself must 
be attacked with energy and .determination 


How to Overcome the Difficulties 


The language difficulty is only a minor one. For 
boys of cleven years of age are now being easily 
introduced to profitabic study of the Talmud duria 
their first year at an ordinary secondary school. 
Ihe major difficulties are the diminution of -the 
need tor personal tuition during the carly stages, 
and the concentration of as much as possible inio thé 
time actually spent in study. It is impossible to do 
more than hint here at the way in which these diffi- 
culties may be overcome e Correspondence 
Course in Taimud now in progress has shown that 
beginners cam in fact benefit considerably from 
suitably presented written material. This method 
of presentation should therefore be developed. Con- 
secutive carefully prepared bilingual texts of, say, 
forty pages cach should be published at two-monthly 
miervals, With six Talmud scholars each contri- 
buting one text a year, two or three years would see 
in existence an extremely uscful body of literature 
for clementary usc, to act.as an introduction to the 
Talmud asa whole Additional pamphlets, coverin 
grammar (one is now being prepared for the use _o 
students of the Correspondence Course) ahd 
method, would further enhance the value of the 
series, whilst a subsidy of about £40 per text would 
enable them to be sold at a low price. Not until 
such texts are in eXistence can a _ revival of 
Talmudism begin. 

Only one more step can be indicated" The solid 
blocks of type in existing Talmud editions greatly 
retard the progress of both elementary and advanced 
students. A reprint of at least the more popular 
treatises of the Talmud with simple punctuation 
separating the text mto sentences and paragraphs 
is essential and would simplify study to a remark- 
able extent. By suitable indication or parentheses 
and by textual analysis the student could rapidly 
proceed to seif-preparation and be ready to benefit 
from advanced study. if our scholars are then 
ready to direct this advanced study we should indeed 
be ready to reverse the constantly recurring 
deterioration of Jewish scholarship deplored already 
in the Mishna itself (end of Sotah) and again see 
our ordinary citizens like students, our students 
like scholars, and our scholars plumb new depths 
of religious thought.

A Letter to Nazi Envoy 
EX-B.U.F. MAN FOR TRIAL 


A man said by the prosecution to have been an 
active member of the British Union of fascists, who 
d been twice interned and twice released, was 
alleged at Nailsworth, Gloucestershire, last week, 
to have addressed a letter on February 14 to the 
German Legation in Dublin asserting: “I accept 


Adolf Hitler as the leader of Europe. 


He was Frederick Craven, 28, living at the Priory 
Horsley, Glouceftershire, a hostel for agricultural 
workers, He was cormmitted for triat at the Central 
Criminal Court. Craven was charged with “attempt- 
ing to communicate with another person, having 
reasonable cause to believe that the other person 
was engaged in assisting the enemy,” and also with 
doing an act likely to assist the enemy. Part of the 
hearing was in camera. 

“| am determined to make an attempt to com- 
municate with you at any cost,” said Craven's titer 
to Dublin. “ As one who has been and still is a 
friend of Germany and accepts Adolf Hitler as 
the leader of Europe, I am deeply gricved over the 
present situation of the Fatheriand. Germany alone 
stands as the guardian of Europe, and in the agony 
and suffering which that guardianship imposes | 
join “with sorrow, and glory with you m triumph 
and look forward {o joining you in victory.” 

Mr. G. R. Paling, prosecuting, said that before the 
war Craven wrote to the German War Ministry 
Intelligence: “ I desire to place my services and my 
life at the disposal of the Reich. Please consider 
me as being in your service for any task, under any 
circumstances, and at any time.” 

It would be a great assistance to the enemy, he 
declared, to know that a person who held views 
expressed im the letter lived at a certain address. 
because that was the sort of person Who would be 


Of assistance to enemy spies, or even to parachute 


troops who might be dropped in the locality 
Craven had been interned under Regulation 

in September, 1939, released in October, 1939. and 

reinterned in Junie, 1940, and again released in 194! 


A LAW AGAINST ANTI-SEMITISM 
Civil Liberties Council’s Demand 


Laws to make the spreading of anti-Semitic and 
Fascist propaganda a crimina! offence were urged by 
the National Council of Civil Liberties at its annua! 
meeting in London last week. ‘ 

Proposing the resolution, expressing alarm at the 
increasing manifestations of anti-Seniitism, and 
calling on the Government to enact such laws, Mr 
D. N. Pritt, M.P.. described. existing legislation for 
dealing with these matters as “ extremely obscure 
and insufficient to deal with the evil as it exists at 
present.” The people who were trying to work 
up anti-Semitiom, he said, were the people trying 
to work towards a Fascist form of government 
. “ It is not enough to say * it can't happen here,’ 
we must say, ‘lt won't happen here,’ declared 
Miss E. Acland Aflen, the Council Secretary 

Other resolutions urged the Government to take 
immediate steps to rescue European Jews and called 
for the immediate release of anti-Fascist refugees 
interned in North Africa. 


Fascist slogan writing has been intensified in the 
Paddington area, reports the Daicy Worker. In a 
block of 50 houses in one street. no fewer than 17 
slogans were counted. It is also reported that in 
A thnal Green woodworking factory, where a 
group of pro-Pascist workers scrawled and posted up 
slogans including one, “-Englishmen. why fight this 
war for world Jewry? Germany is not your real 
enemy—the Jews are,” the police were called in.

That was why 
the Jews to-day were to be found in greater numbers 
in the armed Forces of Great Britain and the U.S.A. 
than their proportion to the civi] population. 

After the service the contingents marched past 
the Mayor in the grounds of the Synagogue. e 
visitors were entertained to tea in the Board Room 
of the Synagogue where they were welcomed by 
Mr. M. A. Amias, one of the Synagogue Wardens.

Organising Groups 


But just getting these children out was not suffi- 
cient. The system was to organise groups; to con- 
sult those groups, who were given leaders— 
mostly young people—the leaders taking it upon 

mselves as their charge to see to it, even unto 
death, that until those groups or individuals were 
permanently settled in thei 
come to them. 

Many of those before him, said the speaker, had 
already volunteered for service from the word “ go.” 
They wanted to.get into training. They wanted to 
place themselves entirely at the disposal of whoever 
would lead and guide them, to give of their best 
for the underdogs and the victims of the Nazi 
crucity. But let it not stop there. In the traming 
which they would undergo, let them see to it that 
they equipped themselves to understand and appre-

In going Out among young men and women and 
among boys and girls, there must be more than just 
providing them with the essential bread to sustain 
their physical life’ Their goal should be a spiruual 
as well as a physical one. They should try in schemes 
for the reconstruction of the souls of Jewry to 
introduce some permanent element into their out- 
look wn life. to approach those young Jews and 
Jewesses with some dossier which could at frst 
inspire their confidence and then arouse their 
enthusiasm 


United Nations’ Liability 


The basis of the scheme should be for the United 
Nations to say: “ This is our liability. How we shall 
work it. out as the years go on we shail see, but 
now we reckon it as one of the fitting habuslities 
associated with the other major collossal habiilrties 
connected with the extermination of the Nazi terror 
and threat.” 

Professor Norman Bentwich made it clear that it 
meant’ volunteering for work im terriply severe con- 
ditions for a period of at least six months. There- 
fore. anyone voluntecring would have to pass a 
very severe test of physical and psychological fit- 
ness. But he hoped that there were some there and 
others in the youth movement who would feel thé 
call to do this work. There would be, he hoped, 
one or more Jewish units. The important thing 
was that they should get. as soon as possibile a 
number of enrolments from their young peopic who 
felt that they could make this sacrifice.

Governor Dewey sent a message praising Pales- 
tine’s contribution to the war effort. 


MIZRACHI APPEALS TO THE 
PRESIDENT 


The annual convention of the American Mizrachi, 
held recently im New York, has addressed an 
appeal to President Roosevelt and through him to 
the United Nations to initiate action for rescuing 
Jews threatened by extermination in Europe. The 
convention was addressed by Mr. Gedalia Bublick, 
Hon.e@President of the American Mizrachi. Mr. 
Leon Gellman. President of the Organisation, and 
Rabbi Simon Federbusch, President of the American 
Hapoel Hamizrachi. All speakers urged that afjer 
the war Jews should be granted a home in a Pa

Dr. Chaim Weizmann addressed the closing 
session He reviewed the tragic situation of 
European Jewry and declared that Palestine would 
become a Jewish home if the efforts of American 
Jewry in this direction were sufficiently sustained. 

The convention adopted a resolution which would 
pledge the Jewish people to protect the holy places 
of ali religions if Palestine were proclaimed a Jewish 
Commonwealth after the war. The resolution also 
pledged full rights for the Arabs as individuals.

Crowded public meetings have been heid in 
Johannesburg, Durban, Bloemfontein, Kimberley, 
Bilawayo, and other centres, and the demand for 
the opening of the doors of Eretz Yisrael to Jewish 
immigration, for the annulment.of the White Paper 
of 1939, for the creation of a Jewish Army, and the 
granting of equal status to the Jews as one of the 
Allied peoples, has been vigorously voiced. 

The plebiscite is continuing in all parts of South 
Africa and simultaneously a Shekel drive is being 


conducted. The drive, it is reported, is yiciding a. 


record number of purchasers of Shekalim, and in 
many centres the enrolment of Zionists eclipses the 
results obtained in _Previous years.

Special resolutions express the demands of 
American Zionist Labour with regard to the post- 
war status of Palestine.

The High Commissioner of Palestine, Sir Harold 
Mac Michael, gave a broadcast lawt week on 
st-war reconstruction scheme (reported our

ARAB LANDOWNERS “vow”

Arab landowners have held a conference in Jafla 
(reports the J.T.A.) at which they took a solemn 
aath on the Koran.that they would never ther 
land and would also prevent any Arab from sciling 
his land to anybody but Arabs. 

An article opposing the industrialisation of Arab 
cconomy m Palestine was published in the Azad 
newspaper Fatastin. It claimed that such a develop- 
ment Weuld only result in economic anarchy and 
would have a bad effect on relations between Arab 
employers and employces. 

In a comment on the recent article in Tee Times 
on Arab development under the Mandatc, Fatastin 
denies that it will take another twenty years to make 
Palestinian Arabs mature for self-government. - 
Twenty-five years of Mandatory regime, the paper 
argues, have been sufficient to make the Arab popu- 
lation politically mature. Palestinian Arabs, in con- 
cludes, are now quite fu for political and administra- 
tive work. 

Great political importance has been attributed 
by the Arab press in Palestine to-the visit to Jeru- 
salem of King Feisal.of Iraq. The papers declare 
that this visit is remingacent of previous visits by 
Arab kings such as King Hussem of the Hedjaz, 
King Feisal I of Iraq, and King Ghazi.

Hungarian Jewish Conscripts’ 
Evidence 


A small notebook, found on the Eastern front, is 
one of the exhibits now in the possession of the 
Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in Kuibyshev. The 
owner of the notebook was the Hungarian Army 
Liewterant, Johann Kunitz, and the book is filled 
with sentimental verses. The first verse reads : 

“ Pate drives me to the battic linc: 
Who will weep 
When in battle I shall fall, 
And mourn when I he deep”? 

This sentimental rhymster, according to a Hun- 

arian Jew. Herman Leibowitz, of the Hungarian 

bour Battalion No 5-111, who was taken prisoner 

by the Red Army, was onc of the most inhuman and 
callous brutes in ‘the whole of the Nazi army 

“1 served under him.” said Leibowitz, “ when he 
became commanding officer of our unit. He wasted 
no sentimental tears on us. * None of you,’ he said, 
‘ will ever get back home alive.’ He tried ‘his best 
to fulfil this threat Out of 239 men m our unit, only 
42 were icft alive. We nicknamed him * The Senti- 
mental Executioner.” His treatment of the Jews m 
the battalion beegars imagination.” 

Zigtsmiund Hammerman, another Jewish member 
of one of the Hungarian Labour Battahons, taken 
prisoner at the front, gave the following testimony : 

Our Labour Battalion was formed in 1940 for 
Wher the Germans started war 
on Russia, a third year of service was added. We 
were originally 460 men strong. We started co 
in South Hunga' y. Later we were sent to build : 
new railway in Transylvani a. Our commanders 
were First Lieutenant Carl Sharkan and Joseph 
Timar, We were sobjected to inhuman treatment 
The ordinary soldiers of the Trans¥ivanian Railway 
Regiment No. 101. with whom we served, treated 
us even worse than the officers did 


Marched To Eastern Front 


On May 14, 1942. we were ordered ‘to march to 
Wessprem in Trans-Danubia. Only 290 reached our 
destination.. When we got there, the Military Com- 
mander of the city refused to admit us There are 
pienty of Jews here, without you,” he said. So we 
had to stay.in the woods. We built shacks there, 
but the rain and the cold came m. We were pul 
to building an acrodrome many kilometres away 
We were hardly able to crawl back after work 

On September 5, we teft for Kaschau, and went 
from there to Russia. Our Commanding Officer, 
Lieutenant Ladisiaus Kisch, gave us no rest. As 
soon as we reached our destination at Novo Uspen- 
Every day 
we lost a number of our men. On November 21, 
the Germans started their- attack. Thirty-cight of 
us were sent forward to clear away mincs t was 
certain. death We detided to surrender to the 


Russians. but the Germans saw that we meant to. 


escape and started shooting at us 
vivors reached the Russian lines. 

The following day an order was issued that for 
every Jew who surrendered to the Russians, ten 
others would be shot. We were subjected to 
terrorism that day and were given.no food, After 
that, none of us dared attempt to escape. We did 
not want to endanger our fellows 

On January 13. when the Russians began thet: 
Oflensive. our unit numbered 71. As soon as the

AT THE CROSS-ROADS 


THE triennial clections to our lay representative body, 
the Board of Deputies, are almost at hand. As has been 
repeatedly pointed out, the new Board will be confronted 
by momentous issues such as none of its predecessors has 
known. But the men who will elect it seem—at least to judge 
from all indications—unconscious of that fact. Upon the 
new Board's decisions, its representations to authority, its 
post-war reconstruction counsels, may depend, to a 
considerable extent, the future of Anglo-Jewry and even 
of Jewry abroad; but Anglo-Jewry seems little aware of it. 

Some leading Jews in the North have met and dis- 
cussed the position. At first it seemed as though there 
would result a considerable sweeping away of dead leaves; 
but none has fluttered within the communal field of vision. 
The President of the Board has been to Glasgow and met 
more Northern Jews. It is probable that his peripatetic 
exercises, which in the wider field of politics would be 
regarded as a timely electoral wour, will take him to yet 
other towns, and from these perambulations may come 
the creation of useful new personal contacts or the renewal 
of old. But there has been so far no sign of the launching 
of a vigorous campaign to make the Community as a whole 
Deputy-election-conscious, to impress upon ifs mind some- 
thing of what the elections will mean to it, and to engender 
in it a burning determination to discover what kind of 
men the candidates really are and what they can be relied 
upon to do. Torpor broods over the community, apparent 
indifference. to the grave dangers that abound, almost 
total unawareness that its members have it in their power, 
and will shortly have the opportunity, to take a share of 
grave responsibility in the shaping of their destinies and 
of those of their fellow-Jews elsewhere. It is an astonish- 
ing and disconcerting spectacle. “ lam most deeply con- 
cerned by the underlying unhealthiness of our communal 
make-up,” declared Dr. Israel Feldman, in a thoughtful and 
courageous speech last week (reported on’ page 5 in this 
issue); which deserves to be read and pondered by all who 
have Anglo-Jewry'’s welfare at heart. And there we have 
the sober and considered opinions of one of the Board's 
Vice-Presidents! 

Where is the explanation to be found? Surely, in the 
first place, in the general leadership of the Board, which, for 
one reason or another, has failed to give the Board the signifi- 
cant place which it must bave in the heart and mind of 
the Community. No inspiration has come from i, little 
vision. no firm, clear lead to the masses groping uneasily 
in a tangle of “ problems from which they see no clear 
way out, and only dimly aware, in mafy cases, of the 
existence of a body. established to represent and guide 
them. A cry was raised a few weeks ago for new blood 
among the leaders as well as among the rank and file, for 
the co-option of distinguished Jews, men with experience, 
and with the traditions, of public life, men accustomed not 
only to take clear-cut decisions on’ policy but to stand 
by them. But there was no response 
irrelevant confusion in which the rank and file were 
atlowed to be fuddiled by scare-cries of “ undemocratic ” 
from -quarters whence this enthusiasm for democracy was 
a fresh if not refreshing experience. There was much 
“cry.” but little “ wool.” And so the desperately needed 
new minds unwarped by ingrained prejudices, unshackled 
by party affiliations, remained outside. | 

It will be said by some who have heard their murmurs, 
that the private members of the Board should have asseried 
But how could such a lead be 
expected from an organisation trained to humble itself 
before a body of its own creation like the T.A.C.—a body 
which. as we have consistently pointed out, could be a 
very useful concern if wisely conducted—and to submit 
without a murmur to the pushful rivalry of the British 
branch of a so-called World Jewish Congress? How could 
it devise policies, and how induce its leaders to adopt them, 
when the chiefest of them is bemused by conflicting 
loyalties and some of the others are pols apart from 
him in respect of at least one of them? And, of course, 
how expect new men to be attracted by a body in which 
petty spites, and confusion created by spineless indecision, 
hold such sway? 

Clearly, this fumbling with the communal interests must 
stop. The times are too serious. Too much is involved. 
We need urgently a virile representative body guided by 
virile policies. . There is no room, in this crisis of Jewry’s 
fate, for Mr. Facing-Both-Ways or Mr. Yea-and-Nay. 
There is no room for the rubber-stamp type of follower 
who will go into any lobby, as directed, or for the 
ridiculous little man intent only on koved. There is no 
reom for mass ignorance and apathy and irresponsibility. 
These factors have to be eradicated, for they symbolise, the 
road to perdition. 

The Community has to be aroused to its danger. It has 
the’ right to demand an understandable and resolute 
leadership, a leadership which faces up to real iSsues and 
scorns to evade decisions between irreconcilables by a 
recourse’ to artificial compromise. The British democracy 
in which our Community lives has the right to hear the 
voice of a strong Jewish democratic body, knowing its own 
mind. and fortified. .by..the.. selfless endeavours and. the 


highest intellects of the Jewry of these islands. If we do 


only a flurry of 


not ise this undeniable right, which is also our 
solemn duty, and if we are, at the impending Deputies 
elections, to witness once again only the tedious and arid 
farce, the absent-minded lip-service to democratic forms, 
that have too often marked previous occasions, then the 
Community and those who rule it will deserve all that 
may come to them as a consequence. | 

again we urge the able Jews who have hitherto 
stood aloof from the Board to overcome their inclinations 
and join it, at no matter what sacrifice of personal feelings. 
If. they give the matter some thought they will see that, 
at the lowest reckoning, it is very much to their personal 
interest. For no intelligent Jew can to-day doubt that 
all Jews are brothers certainly for worse if not for better. 
If the present leaders are the well-meaning men we take 
them to be, they will not stand in the way of the new 
recruits but seck them out, the best brains and the most 
powerful personalities, the men of the highest reputation 
in the nation’s public life, and will encourage them 
with all their might. It is a test of their loyalty to the 
Community and their zeal for its welfare. If they are as 
capable as all leaders should be, and many of them are, 
then they need have no personal qualms. But the time 
is short. 


BRITAIN’S CHRISTIAN CONSCIENCE 


A worn of the warmest recognition is due to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury for the very moving speech on the subject of 
the succouring of the Jewish refugees which he delivered 
last week in the House of Lords. It was not the first time, of 
course, that he has championed the cause of afflicted members 
of Jewry. Time and again he has, with splendid persistency 
and moving eloquence, raised his voice on behalf of justice 
as well as of human charity im its broadest spirit; Dut never 
with greater power, or more passionate conviction, than on the 
occasion referred to. Our Community knows well that this 
crusading has been pursued during days in which the calls on his 
services have multiplied inordinately, and under a weight of 
responsibilities from which many of smaller moral stature and 
less sensitive conscience would have recoiled, All the more deeply 
grateful, therefore, are Jews everywhere to him for the, noble 
efforts he has put forth and so self-sacrificingly sustained. In 
his calls to the national conscience, never only rhetorical but 
always full of constructive counsel, be has enjoyed the ardent 
co-operation of the 
denominations im this land. In that, as in his and their labours 
for social reform—-so desperately needed, as the recently issued 
Report on social conditions in the towns shows-—they have 
given a shining example to the whole Christian world, besides 
fortifying that Jewish belief in humanity which events have 
so painfully assailed. 


A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE 


Ma: Harry recently addressed a private mecfng 
in.

Our corre- 
spondents argument was not confined to the Communist 
Party but, as he makes it plaim, to any. political party... In 
this way he touches upon an important principle about which 
our ideas cannot be too clear. | 7 


NO PARTY TIES ° 

No Jew could resent the efforts put forward by any political 
group to expose the hollowness and wickedness of race-hatred; 
on the contrary he welcomes and is grateful for them. But 
it is a totally. different matter when a political party as such 
addresses itself, as in the instance under notice, to a specifically 
Jewish gathering. In this case it is bound to. become a 
meeting between that party and the Jewish Community in its 
collective capacity, and to generate the idea that the Jewish 
Community as a whole has relations with that particular party. 
We say that that would be harmful to a degree, for the simple 
reason that it would be likely to drag Jewry and its cause 
into the party arena. This issue is indeed a very old one. 
For scores of years, and long before the Communist Party in 
this country existed, THe Jewish Crronicie has taken a firm 
and consistent stand «against party affiliations of any kind. 
Again and again, and particularly at election times, it has 
resisted any attempts, from whatever quarter, to lure it into 
support of this or that party or candidate. Ht went so far 
in this respect as to stamp upon the idea that since Jews owed 
their emancipation so largely to the ideas fostered by Liberalism 
they should, out of gratitude, vote for Liberal nominees. It has 
always regarded political allegiance as a matter for the individual 
Jewish citizen and not for the Community as a whole; and the 
fact that Jews are to be found in all political camps proves that 
that attitude has truly reflected communal opinion. To it must 
be attributed the success which Jewish emancipation has achieved. 
Without it, Jewry’s civic status could only have been suspect, and 


. the development of a “Jewish vote” would have brought the very 


status of the Jewish Community into the political arena and 
invited attack not on Jewish individuals but on the Community 
in. the bulk...To hark back to that false position, or.cven to 
approach it, would be the utmost folly.

GALLUP POLL ON REFUGEES 


Accorping_ to the Home Office, the admission of refugees 
to this country would give a fillip to the anti-Jewish campaign. 
Perhaps it was under the influence of similar fear that (as 
the Archbishop of Canterbury stated in the House of Lords) 
that Office refused visas to a Jewish couple interned in Spain 
though they had four sons in our armed Forces able and anxious 
to maintain them. A Gallup Poll recently taken on the atti- . 
tude of the people of this country has, therefore, a special 
aptness. The results indicate, to quote the Director of the 
British Institute of Public Opinion, Dr. H. Durant, that the 
vast majority of the public in Great Britain would willingly 
support any action to assist the victims of Nazi brutality, and 
are very ready to open this country as a temporary sanctuary, 
Furthermore,-in the opinion of more than half of those who 
want to see help extended, no limit should be placed on the 
numbers granted the right of entry. In actual figures no less 
than 78 per cent of those questioned replied that the refugees 
should be helped. Now Dr. Durant points out that on very 
few questions indeed, out of many hundreds asked in this 
country by the Gallup Poll, has such a high percentage of 
agreement been recorded. That being so, does not the anti- 
Jewish spectre, so frequently invoked in connection with this 
matter pf Hitler's victims, shrink to such comparatively tiny 
proportions as to appear more ridiculous than fearsome? 
Why, then, is it allowed to wave its grisly hand in token 
of refusal? Surely the true danger to the country is in 
bowing to the anti-Jewish sentiment created by Britain's 
deadly enemies; and not in scouting it and doing the right 
and the British thing! A great many of those who opposed 
help were influenced by the food shortage—a fear which is 
baseless in the light of the very few extra mouths that would 
in fact be added to the population. One can only hope that 
there will now be an end of hesitations and idle fears, for 
there ys still time for the real voice of Britain to be heard 
and heeded, before yet more thousands of innocents are 
slaughtered. Had Mr. Morrison's Department acted differently 
before the total occupation of France very many of Hitler's 
victims now dead might have been living—working for 
Alhed victory. 


“AT THE BAR OF HISTORY ” 


In the statement read by Lord Cranborne to his fellow-peers, 
it was announced that the question of the refugees hadebeen 
discussed by Mr. Eden and the American authorities as one | 
of urgency; and this has been followed by the further 
announcement that the delegates. of the two: countries are 
soon to meet at Bermuda for the drawing up of a practical 
One is bound, however, to harbour a certain 
anxicty as to why the urgency was not given such official 
recognition before. When did the Government awaken to 
it? Did it not exist at the time of the historic demonstration 
of sympathy in the House of Commons? Yet months have 
gone by—months during which, on Mr. Eden’s own admission, 
the massacres of Jews have gone on uninterruptedly—without 
anything befitting the critical character of the emergency 
being done. The time to declare the gravity of the situation 
was surely in-the memorable speech which Mr. Eden delivered 
in the Commons. If it had been followed by a ringing state- 
ment that the gates of Great Britain would be forthwith 
thrown open to any refugees—they could, it is true, only be 
very few-—-who might escape, the echoes of that utterance 
would have rung throughout the world, much recalcitrance 
would have been softened, and many delays obviated. Such 
action would have measured up to the acuteness of the crisis, 
and it would also have best accorded with. the tradition of 
asylum which has ennobled’ this country and elevated her 
to her right place in the moral leadership of the world. The 
best minds and hearts of Britain profoundly regret that the 
golden opportunity was missed, end as intensely hope that 
the same distressing anti-climax will‘ not come presently from 
Bermuda. “ We stand at the bar of history, of humanity, and 
of God.” ‘This reminder by the Archbishop is one that at 
least Britain cannot ignore in the deliberations shortly to begin. 


THE SHECHITA AWARD 


THE ready agreement of all parties to the recent settlement 
of the Shochtim and Shomerim trouble has been followed by a 
certain, perhaps anticipated, “ morning after ™ feeling of. dis- 
content. This is not serious, but is nevertheless regrettable 
after so much progress towards harmony in this matter had 
been achieved. The Shochtim and Shomerim did not get one 
hundred per cent satisfaction at every point, and on subsidiary 
matters they may have had to make a few sacrifices. But so 
have the butchers, the public, and the Shechita Board itself, 
to whom the concessions made in Sir Robert Waley Cohen's 
award will. mean thousands of pounds of extra expenditure. 
In his masterly arbitration in the case Sir Robert frankly in- 
formed all the parties that there would have to be some 
sacrifices all round, The Shochtim and Shomerim have, an the 

other hand, received a regular salary scale and contributory 
pensions, and have obviated the dismissal of many of their fellows 
which might otherwise have been inevitable. These constitute 
notable advantages. The community expects them to appreciate 
this fact. These men are engaged in a sacred occupation. That 
entails the obligation to set an example of restraint, con- 
siderateness, and, above all, respect for the freely arrived-at 
agreement to which ‘they have so recently set their hand. A 
word must also be said to the other parties in the award. The 
butchers’ sacrifice of part of their commission for the collecting 
of Shechita fees is a loss in name rather than in substance, 
when the cost of collecting the fees is taken into consideration. 
They should certainly accept cheerfully this alternative to a 
state of chaos which might for practical purposes have 
deprived them of their trade, and the community of kasher 
meat for the duration of the war. And the same thought 
should comfort the Jewish public when they face the small 
extra charge on oflai—of which, in any case, available supplies 
are exiguous.

“DELIBERATE SPREAD OF 


ANTI-SEMITISM ” 


Glasgow Speaker Calls for Ban 


“ There is no doubt that anti-Semitism is being 
deliberately spread in Britain to-day in order to give 
support to Fascism and to split the unity of the 
British people.” This statement was made by Pro- 
fessor Wason, lecturer on history to the W.E.A., 
when he gave an address, at the Jewish Institute. 
to the recently formed Glasgow Discussion Group, 
Mr. S$. Esterson presiding. 

As an immediate and practical step’ to decal with 
anti-Semitism, Professor Wason suggested that the 
ulmost pressure should be brought to bear on 
Parliament to pass legislation which would make 
racial perseciution a criminal offence. If this was 
achieved it would be one of the most powerful and 
mportant contributions that the people of this. 
country could make towards the final smashing of 
Fascism 

Dealing with racial theories, Professor Wason said 
that they had to-day, a compicte answer to the 
question whether people got their characteristics 
as a result of heredity or from environment. From 
his wert and research, he said that they could 
complet disregard the question of heredity in 
discuss ing the characteristics of groups. The racial 
theory was extremely old—the first example occur- 
ring 98 when Tacitus propounded the theory 
that the Germans were a noble= and purer race 
than the Romans—and the oldest reason for main- 
taming such a doctrine was to use it for military 
purposes 


FASCIST BOGIES: 


Speakers at another mecting of the Glasgow 
Discussion Group, held at the Glasgow 
Jewish Workers’ Circle, pointed out that the main 
enemy to be fought was not just ordinary anti- 
Semitism, but the much more insidious afd 
pomonous doctrine of Fascism, the principal. aim 
of which was to disrupt the war effort. To achieve 
this it was endeavouring to create two bogies—anti- 
Bolshevism and anti-Semitism. and to cause con- 
fusion among the workers in the factories on these 
two issues, particularly the latter ! 

i. was for Jews first to understand the kind of 

t-oemitism they had to deal with, and secondly, 
to secure the co-operation of non- Jewith bodies in 
helping to impress upon Parliament the vital need 
of banning all Fascist and defextist bodies, and 
making. racial discrimination and a 
criminal offence 

It was stated that members of the C ‘ommitice of 
the new gro up had had a meeting with the Press 
Committce of the local Jewish Representative 
Council, and they had found a basis for harmonious 
and co-operative action. Two delegates from the 
group were appomied to the Council so that close 
contact can be maintained

. “PROGRESSIVE JUDAISM” 


Reform im Jadaism. By Tue Rev. Vivian G. 
Simmons. Published by the North-Western Reform 
Synagogue, London. \|s. 


Reviewed by the Rev. Dr. 4. Cohen 


In this brochure of about 60 the case for 
reformed Judaism is expounded. In his treatment 
of the subject the autho: had necessarily to contrast 
his school of religious thought with that of 
Orthodox Jews. From his standpoint, all the 
advantages rest, of course, with the former ; bul, on 
the whole. he deals fairly with the Orthodox 

ition Occasionally his pen runs away with him 
in his zeal. as, ¢.g.. when be writes, “ Judaism, as 
it is interpreted by reform Judaism, is a faith for 
intelligent people ” (p. 61). The corollary is that 
only unintelligent Jews can find satisfaction in 
Orthodoxy: yet Mr Simmons must be aware that 
all who reject his interpretation of Judaism are not 
obscurantists. Some of them, at least, have care- 
fully examined it afi tound it unacceptable, both 
on theological and logical grounds. 

The bass of argument here presented is that reform 
is proeressive, orthodoxy stagnant. Actually, he is scif- 
comtradictery with respect to the latter. On page 59 he 
states. “ There has been no discernile change in the official 
Jewtsh way of life since the 16th century.” forectting that on 
pese 16 he wrote. “ Orthodoxy changes.

SAMSON RAPHAEL HIRSCH 


The Nineteen Letters of Ben Usziel. By Rann 
Samson Hiascn. Translated by Rasa: De. 
Drachman. Bloch Publishing Co.. New York, $1.25.

The place of the epoch-making book, “ Neunzehn 
Briefe uber Judentum,” which appeared over 100 
years ago, is. pist as assured in the gallery of Jewish 
classics as is the place of the author, Samson 
— Hirsch, among the’ foremost thinkers of 
srael. 

The “9 Letters.” being « brilliant exposition of the 
spiritual and legal principics of Judaism. atoused universal 
admiretion. not only because of their intrinsic walme.. They 
made a sensation because they killed with ome mighty stroke 
the fallacious post-cmancipstion argument that the jew had 
to choose between emancipetion and his to the 
traditional Jewish way of life as codificd im the Halachah. 
The tofty idealiem which servaded the “ 19 Letters and 
their exposition of the spiritual meanine of the Laws and 
the mission of lerac! attracted particularly the cultured and 
educated among the Jews , 

The “ 19 Letters” marked the birth of the so-called “ Neo- 
Orthedosny (better, Post-Emancipation Orthodoxy 
that powerful school fe modern Judaism to which. in 
the reviewer's opinion. the future of Judaism belongs. 
Thies school of thought is cheractcrised by the slogan, 
interpreted ty S. R. Hirsch. aim- 


ing at a svothesis of Judaism and hamanism, of Jewish culture 
and modern science. Loyalty to Torah and tradition is to be 
combined with participation in the cultural. economic. and 
social Nie of the State of which the Jew is a citizen 
In 1898 Dr. Drechman, the well-known Rabbi 
amd Dean of the Jewish Theological Seminary in New York. 
published the firm translation of the Ninctcen 
Letters.” Por many years now this Enelish version has been 
wnomainabic. and it is highly commendable that the Bloch 
Publishing Co.. New York, by reprinting Deachman’s 
Bagtieh edition of the “ 19 Letters.” has made this modern 
om Judaism again availabic to the English reading 
public 
irech’s German style is, as the translator rightly says in 
Shis preface, “ terse, cnergctic. and laden with thought.” ik 
is a diction af of bis in an almost passionate styic. 
the original character and powerful appeal of which it bs 
well-nigh tmpoesible t retain translation. Only these 
difficulties of translation can account for the strange fact 
that of the meny mastecriy works of Samson Raphac! Hirsch 
so few have so far been translated into Enalish 
Taking int) account’ these difficulties, Dr. Drachman 
succeeded remarkably well in_his translation. The translator's 
biographical sketch of the author at the beginning of the 
book is more than a collection of mere dates and facts. It 
fine apereciation of S. R. Hirech’s aniaue mind and 
noble personality. Ome can only wish that the other. works 
of R.. Hirsch, particularly the his commentary on 
the Penmtateuch, and the six volumes of his collected writings 
may soon be translated into English. The tragic dissolution

Dr. Mosco Carner, whose name will not only be 
recognised as (at of a. distinguished figure in the 
world of music Dut also as an occasional contributor 
to the columns of THe Jewtsh has 
essayed in this slim and very attractive volume a 
task of portentous dimensions: the elucidation of 
the system and methods of modern harmony 

Dr. Carner gives wo bis work the subtitle “A weatise 
and guide for the stedent-composer of to-day." but the book 
has a wider range of appeal in that it affords an admirably 
lucid explapation of the evolution of the structure of 
musical soutds and the format of the texture of conten 
potery compositions. The book is styled volume two. as it 
is rewarded as sequel to the Study of Twentieth (Comury 
Harmony’ (Harmony in France to 1914). by Rene Lenor- 
mand. translated by Herbert Antciiffe. with preface by Dr.

After the 77 pages recording the result. he concindes with 
a closely-teasoned “ postcript.”” showing how harmony and 
tonality are passing through a period of fermentation. Just 
as “ at the turning point of the 16th century the tonal 
basis of music changed from the modes to the major minor 
system, ard at the same time the style of writing turned from 
the horitomtal to the vertical . to-day we are witnessing 
the supersession of the major minor tonality of various 
other systems, of which the twelve-note system occupies the 
cemre of the contemporary stagc.” 

Dr. Carner believes we are at the besinnine of an 
“amalgam of the functional elements of the tonal music 
with the chromaticiem of twelve-note music.” ft is doubrcfal 
whether at any period im the history of auusic the normal 
span of human experience has witnessed so catacivemic a 
change im the omisical vocabulary and idiom as is repre- 
scuted by: that covering the Victorian. Edwardian. and 
Georgian cras of the last and present centuries. ft fs the 
convincing proof of the historical graap and clarity of reason- 
ing of Dr. Carner that one like the present writer. who ix 
attuned to the tonality of carlier days. and in whom the 
newer musical speech so far awakens no response, finds ia 
this book an intelligent pathfinder indicating the route to 
dificuk (and to some of us. unattractive) country 

The book is beautifully produced. and there are numerous 
musical iMustrations, although it is necessary to call atten.

This is a collection of Chazanut relating to the 


liturgy of Rosh Hashana. 

Mr. Fischer held formerly the position of chicf Cantor 
in a Vienna Synagogue which musically is associated with 
the great mame of Sulzer, for whom. & will be remembered, 
Schubert made some appropriate settings. gs far as is known 
the only instance of a. composer of first rank who wrote 
compositions with a special relationship to the music of the 
Synagoguc. Mr. Pischer, in a preface. observes that these 
recitatives have been arranged “ for the Cantor to be sung 
without a choir,” differing from his former practice in 
Vienna. To some of us these illustrations of monodic music 
seem less likely to be influenced by extraneous sources than 
when a choral background is envisaged by the Camtor. 
Mr. Fischer's recitatives here presented disclose a pure and 
impressive form of Chazanut of the kind with which it may 
be grouped, and they would be admirably adaptabic for 
the normal type of Angio-Jewish Synagogue. 

Great care has been shown in making the nrsic the hand- 
maid to the teat, in contrast to some forms of Chazanut 
which make the text appear to be subservient to the music. 
Mr. Fischer shows he is inspired with a fine sense of the

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Way of Egypt 


hath said unto you, Ye shall 
ncefor return oO mor 
Deutgronomy xvii. 16. 


nat HA-CHODESH, which always falls 
on the Sabbath preceding the month o Nisan, 

or on the New Moon itself if it coincides with 
the Sabbath, has as its Purpose to direct the atten- 
tion of the Jew to the importance of the month that 
is ushered in, and issues a call to make due prepara- 
tion for the great Festival about to be celebrated. 
The redemption from Egypt is not only the out- 
Standing. event in Israel's history, but is of the 
highest importance from the religious point of view. 
Its memory was kept alive as the birthday of the 
Israclite nation, and also as pointing to a spiritual 
and ethical ideal of world-wide moment. This 
second motive is evidenced by the manner in which 
the text has been interpreted. 

In its literal sense it has been ignored by the 
Jewish people. Despite the bitter memories which 
the country recalled, the connection between Israc! 
and Egypt was close and enduring. King Solomon 
maintained. friendly relations with the Egyptians 
and married a daughter of the reigning Pharaoh. 
When the holy land was invaded by the Babvlonians, 
many escaped captivity by fleeing as refugees to 
Egypt, among them being the prophet Jeremiah. 
The discovery of Aramaic documents at Assuan has 
supphed mformation about a considerable settle- 
ment of Jews in Egypt in the fifth century. Before 
the beginning of the Christian era there was a 
Jewish community in Alexandria whose membership 
has been estimated at one million, In hyperbolical 
language the Talmud records that its principal 
Synagogue was of such vast size that the reader's 
voice could not carry throughout the building. and 
a flag was waved 4s a signal for the congregation 
to make the responses. Jewish communities were 
later established in other Egyptian cities. Cairo. 


for instance, was the home of the famous, 


Maimonides 


HESE {facts clearly indicate that, in practice, a 
different meaning was read into the command. 

“ Ye shall henceforth return no more that way.” 
The words were understood as referrifig to the 
Egyptian way of life. On their release from 
bondage, the Israelites directed their steps to 
Sinai, where the divincly ordained way of life was 
communicated to them. No stronger contrast was 
possible than between the way of Egypt and the 
way of Sinai; they were poles apart. Having left 
Eeyot- behind. Israel was exhorted to discard. the 
charactéristics of its inhabitants There they had 
experienced the cfiects of Egyptianism, mtoler- 
ance, cruelty, and low estimate of human life. The 
recollection of its horrors should induce them al! 
the more eagerly to embrace the nobler tenets 
promulgated at Sinai which taught consideration 
for the alien, love of one’s neighbour,-and the 
sanctity of the life of the individual, whoever he be. 
In this respect the parallel between the past and 
the present is striking and instructive. The 
regarded themsclves as the Herrenvolk 
of their time. A name given to Feypt by the Hebrew 
prophets is “ Rahab,” meaning “ the arrogant ” 
nation. As a tonsequence of this inordinate pride, 
they enslaved peoples of foreign blood who fell 


-jnto their power, of whom the.children of Israe! 


were typical. And how cheaply they counted the 
lives of their slaves! We need not doubt the 
historical accuracy of the hideous edict that al! 

the male children of the Israelites were to be cast 

into the Nile, when we remember that the pyramids 

sg erected at the cost of tens of thousands of 
Ves 


TILL another trait of the Egyptian character 
is mentioned in the prophetical literature, and 
that is, untrustworthimess, Israel was warned 
against entering into an alliadce with this nation 
because of their unreliability in the hour ef need. 
Their reputation for treachery was widespread in 
the ancient world : and the Bible records the message 
which thé@Assyrian general sent to King Hezekiah, 
“ Now, behold, thou trustest upon the staff of this 
bruised reed, eveh upon Egypt; whereon if a man 
lean, it will go into his hand and pierce it; so is 
Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all that trust on him ” 
(Il Kings xvii, 21). Egypt was never faithful to 
treaties when it was opportune to break them. 
Possessed of such undesirable characteristics, the 
nation was a perpetual menace to neighbouring 
lands and a fertile source of political tension. 

This picture of ancient Egypt has a remarkabic 
resemblance to the European nation which has for 
the fifth time within a century been the cause of 
war. All its evil tendencies appear to have been 
inherited and practised by Germany. The way of 
Egypt has been deliberately adopted by the German 
people an‘, as in the past, is productive of the same 
threat to human freedom and happiness. If there 
is a difference, it is only in magnitude made possible 
by modern resources, The fate of lsracf in Egypt 
is being reproduced in the occupied territories of 
Europe. Enslavement and planned annihilation 
are again the lot of the victims of Egyptianism 

In. view of this striking parallelism, the statement: 
of the text assumes an exceptional urgency for 
modern times. As to Israel of old, so to the 
oppressed world of to-day, release will come; and 
when that happy time dawns in which the forces 
of tyranny are overthrown, the .cxhortation, “ Ye 
shall henceforth return no more that way ” must be 
solemnly heeded if the tragedy of the present is 
never again to be repeated. On poortes must finally 
turn their back on the way to Egypt, and face the 
way of Sinai which is the path to abiding peace.

SIR MAX J. BONN 
Friend of Youth 


The death occurred last week, at his London 
home, Bryanston Court, George Street, W.. of Sir 
Max Julius Bonn, K BE. who for nearly 40 years, 
by hes bencfactions and 
personal service, promoted 
the welfare of youth. 

Sir Max, who was born 


a pionecr in the boys’ club 
movement in London. He 
was Treasurer and Vice- 
President of Hutchison 
House Club, and Chair- 
man of the Council of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and 
it was due to his initiative 
and generesity that Camper- 
down House was built in 
Aldgate for these two 
organisations. As Presi- 
dent of the Association for Jewish Youth he was 
concerned with the development of all the Jewish 
lads’ clubs. In 1937 there was founded the Jewish 
Youth Fund for the support and encouragement of 
youth projects; Sir Max was appointed Chairman 

When the London Regiona] Advisory Council for 
Juvenile Employment was set up, Sir Max Bonn 
was selected for the Chairmanship and his work 
in this capacity led to his Knighthood. He was 
Treasurer of the Inoculation Department of Si. 
Mary's Hospital. 

Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, O.B.E.. writes, in a 
tribute: “ The number of young people who owe 
their success in life to help given them by Sir Max 
Bonn to study in schools and universities will never 
be known... . It was 40 years ago he formed the 
Lads’ Employment Committee (the whole cost o!

ORDER ACHEI BRITH 
Aspects of the Beveridge Plan 


Delegates of the Order Achei Brith recently met 
at a Grand Lodge meeting, under the chairmanship 
of the Grand Presidem, Bro. Jack Wright. 

Reference was made to the Beveridge Report in 
the Grand President's address, and the resolution 
on this subject adopted by the Executive Council 
(published in a previous report) was presented. It 
was widely acknowledged. said the Grand President, 
that the Beveridge pian, however much it was 
modified, would go a long way towards implement- 
ing an outstanding part of the Atlantic Charter : 
* Freedom from. want.” Theye hoped that the 
country’s finances and the conditions prevailing 
would enable the Government to introduce the 
necessary legislation at an carly Gate. 

While all were keen to see the new préposals for 
social security in operation, continued Bro. Wright, 
officers of Fritndly .and Approved Sociefics were 
gravely concerned at the decision to abolish the 
Approved Societies. This decision would demand 
drastic reconstruction of. the adminisfration as well 
as the objects of spcicties like ‘the Order Achei 
Brith. This aspect was receiving the constant alten- 
tion of the Executive Council and the Emergency 
Committee, who would act in close co-operation 
with other bodies of the thrift movement. 


Bro. Wright also said that the Order. had, during 


1942, paid £7,079 in funeral Benefits, and that six 
claims were in réspect of deaths of members on 
active service. He mentioned the steps taken to 
encourage amalgamation of lodges because if was 
realised that a smalicc number of strong units would 
be an advantage when reorganisation was started. 
He also made reference to the decision to subscribe 
£100 per annum to the Comforts Fund, and urged 
delegates to supplement the income of this fund. 
The quarterly financial statement 
Bro. S. Binderman. Grand Treasurer, was adopted. 
Bro. L. C. Beber, J.P.. presented a report on the 
work of the Health Insurance Section. There were. 
during the year, he said, 2.470 new cntrants into 
imurance enrolled: there were 3.755 men and 260 
women-—a total of 4.015—servinge with the “Forces. 
and the total effective membership at the end of 


ihe year was approxilaicty 23,000 
The mecting approved a scheme sudmilted by 
Bro. |. -Madenberg. on behalf of the Executive 


Council, intended to facilitate the reimstatement of 
brethren whose membersiup had. lapsed through 
wat conditions

CAREERS ADVICE 
Allied Nationals’ Deferments 

Allied Powers (War Services) Act—Deferment of 
Calling Up, is the subject of a notice issued by the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service. The Act, 
which became law last August, may be applied by 
Order-in-Council to men who are nationals of any 
Power allied with His Majesty. Any such Order 
is made after consultation and in agreement with the 
Allied Government concerned, and the effect is that 
from a. date determined in the Order an Allied 
national of military age who has not by that date 
joined his own national Forces becomes liable to be 
called up to the British Ferces under the British 
National Service Acts. unless he has been granted 
a Certificate of Exemption by his own Government. 
The States concerned at present are Beigium, 
Czechoslovakia. Greece, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Poland, and Yugoslavia. Deferment of call-up of 
Allied nationals who do not hold their Government's 
certificate of exemption but whose civilian work ts 
essential to the war effort, and who cannot be 
replaced, will be arranged by the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service in agreement with the Allicd 
Governments concerned. Applications for defer- 
ment may be made by the employer or the Allied 
national himself The nearest Employment 
Exchange will supply a copy of the appropriate 
form (N.S. 238). which should be returned withm 
seven days to the Regional Office of the Ministry. 
inquiries from readers who require advice’ retat- 
ing to careers and education, in whatever branch, 
are invited.

No other 
book can be compared with the Bible for its magnifi- 
cent literary expression; it has served lor genera- 
tions as a model of simplicity of thought and 
expression, Great writers of every age and country 
have been influenced in their work by is language 
and thought

The Book of Psaims and the Song of Songs are 
the two great books of Biblical pociry, but scattered 
also throughout the other pages are pieces well 
worthy to be put beside them and read most care- 
fully—for exampic, the Song .of Moses and the 
Song of Deborah. 

Tixa have you noticed the drama in the Bible? 
The Book of Esther will be fresh in your mind from 
its recent recital at Purim, and you will! have heard 
how every word of it is pure drama as the story 
is unfolded and the villain is unmasked, while the 
modest hero gets his. reward, 

Sill another aspect of the Bible, perhaps seidom 
noticed, is iis rich humiour. This is.so subtle and 
well hidden thal one needs a practised eye to spot it. 
Do you remember the story of Elijah on Mount 
Carmel and how he twitted the followers of Baal? 
Another kind of humour which is profuse in the 
Bibic is the pun. Many names given are of the 
punning type, as for example, Jacob's son Gad, and 
a lesser known one, Job's daughter Keren-happuch, 
which meags box of cosmetics.” Was her beauty

Every page of the Bible shows some facet of 
human nature as it is. It reveals that man was the

‘Examples of Bravery 
from Soviet Russta 


WISH women have perhaps forgotten that they 
have a long and distinguished tradition of 
heroism. We have recent celebrated the 
festival which commemorates bravery of one 
cat Jewish woman, not, it is truc, in actual battic 
Cut for that reason none the less acular an 
courageous. And in addition to the Biblical records 
of the courage of Esther and of the Jewish wives 
and mothers, who. the sages tefl us, alone made 
sible, by their fortitude, the redemption from 
Feypt and the first national birth of our people, 
there are such other Jewish heroines of antiquity as 
Judith, whose story is told in the Apocrypha. Nor 
does the telling of that story lead us to believe that 
it was considered contemporaries either 
unusual or improper for = woman to share with 
fighting men the ardours and dangers of times of 
we. 

Now from Soviet Russia, where women have 
obtained a real degree of equality throughout the 
social system, there are coming to us stories of 
heroic Jewish women, both In the forciront of the 
battle, by land, sca, and air, which our Allies are 
waging against the common enemy, and behind the 
line in the vital sphere ol production for the fighting 


services. 
Russian Dive-Bombers 


The Nazis have every reason to be well acquainted 
with the “ Stormoviks.” the Soviet dive-dDombding 
‘planes which have played such an important roic 
in the brilbant Russian = siens. One of the 
leading works superintendents in Soviet Russia 
engaged in a factory prod sehen such aeroplanes is 
a Jewess named Sarah Finkiler, who has recently 
been decorated with the Badge of Honour by Stalin 
She has for the past nine years been in charge of 
one of the larecst workshops 

Sarah Finkler graduated from the Leningrad 
Technological Institute. She. had studied under a 
renowned chemist Professor Usihakov Recently 
she made some experiments with the use of a new 
durable materia! which may have important results 
on the future construction of the “ Stormoviks. 

From Kuibyshev comes the story of an inscrip 
tion on the grave of a ‘young Jewish nurse, Ro a 
Finkel, which reads, " Here hes an heroic daugh cr 
of the Jewish neople.’ This young Jewish nurse 
was adored by thousands of Kussian soidicrs for 
whom she cared most tenderly when they lay 
wounded on the battichcid sh ie died at this sublime 
task. dur ng an action, whet with total di gard 
for her own saicty, she attempted Lo carry away a 
wounded Red soldier in the midst ofa hail of 
bullets 

Golda Kramer. another Jewess, distinguished 
herself im action on the Ukraimian tront, as criver 
of the tank of a Commander of a Ked Army wnt. 
When her vehicle sustained damage, Golda lay in 
the snow with a machine-gun and singic-handed 
held off a German detachment which attempted to 
camture the tank while repairs were being cetlected. 
Af c! killing many-of the Nazis, she resumed her 
post as driver. and victoriously led the unit, which 
ais odged the Naz s from then o~ition She ' has 
been recommended for a decoration 


When the Locust Has Gone 


Deborah Michlin has just returned to the Ukraine 
to organise Work on the land with that feciing of »oy 
which must animate al! those brave Rossian people 
whose soil has been reclaimed by the Red Army 
Deborah comes from a ‘Kalinindort Jewish farm 
and she is well known in Soviet Russia as an a@eri- 
cultural expert. She is now heading a large group 
of volunteers who have gone to the liberated dis- 
tricts of the Ukraine with a considerable amount of 
farm equipment and large gquantitics of seed to 
revive the agricultural work there. Deborah's work 
has been recognised in agricultural exhibitions, and

These Jewesses are just some of those who, 
because of the new opportunities accorded women 
im the fichting forces and m key positions behind 
the lines, have responded with hero cagerness 
Not only are they making an important contribu- 
tion towards victory, but they are alsa mstinctivelsy 
carrying on the great Jewish tradition of working 
for justice and righteousness which inspired the 
mothers of their people. The bravery and devotion 
they have shown will inspire all Jewish women in 
the United Nations, as it will help to sustain those 
groaning unde: the heel of affliction,

during the short but miraculous history of the 
rebuilding of the Jewish National Home shown the 
world an example of splendid courage and physica!

A notice issued. by the Beth Din, London, states 
that it appears that some people have misunder- 
siood its ruling concerning commodities kasher for 
Passover as a sort of “ dispensation.” There is not 
and cannot be, states the Beth Din, such dispensa- 
tion in Jéwish Law. All the “ Hetterim the 
Beth Din have given are provided for in Jewish 
Law itself, No law was abrogated by the Beth 
Din’s decision. The Dayanim would like to empha- 
sise that times of stress call for more, and not less, 
religion and rehgious practices. The notices of the 
Beth Din should. therefore, not be misinterpreted 
as general permission for individual carelessness 
in regard to the laws and customs of Passovér 
This applies particularly to the use of special 
utensils or the “ Kashering " of utensils for Pesach, 
as prescribed by Jewish Law.
